The Democratic Standard Bearer “ Will 
know What to Do.“ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YorkK, October 6 —Gen. Hancock, in 
an interview relative tothe recent utterances 
ot Gen. Giant, said: ‘‘I shall not 
notice the matter until I learn 
authoritatively that General Grant is 
responsible for the article. I cannot believe it 
possible that a man like Grant, who has twice 


filled the highest executive office in the gift of 
the people ot this country, could have entered 
the urena of politics aut this juncture of affairs 
in the manner he has.’’ 

Ihen you do not believe that Gen. Grant 
is responsible tor the article pub!ished’’’ 

„„It stems incredible to me that be can be. 
The only edvice I cun give yon gen- 
tlemen of the press, said the Genera. 
„is to telegraph to Grant and find out 
whether he did or did notusethe words attrib 
uted to bim. If he did,“ ana the firm lips of 
thesperker closed tight, 

AND HIS BLUE EYES FLASHED 
geain as he replied, **I shail know wuat to do, 
I cannot believe it, however. Grant must be 
an abused man. He never could have uttered 
the words attributed to him, and theretore I 
must wait and see what he says.“ 

The General seemed far more annoyed at 
what he termed the ‘‘misrepresentation of 
General Grunt’: words’’ then at the 
probabie cffect cf thé articles upon 
nis own candidacy. The whole 
tenor of his remarks was a desire that Grant 
wight be proven to have been misrepresented. 
In continuation tue General saidin substance 
that his position as u candidate of the Demo- 
cratic party compelled him to wait until he 
was sure 

THAT GRANT WROTE, 

or had rermitted to.be written for him, the 
epistie printed. He seemed to think far more 
ot his party than he did of himself or tue iuflu-— 
ence of the erticle upen bis canvass. He 
rather ignored the entire matter as one that at 
piesent-was beneath his notice, but nothing in 
his manner indieated the least trepidation or 
fear of consequences. His voice was strong und 
firm as he spoke and his whole appearance was 
thatof a brave, noble, self-re.iant man, conti- 
dentin his oon integrity and willing to rest 
the verdict in the people's hands. 

THE AUTHORITY FOR GRANT'S STATEMENTS.

TRIENNIAL CONVENTION. 


Conclave of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 
NEw Tonk, October 6.—The General Trien- 


nial Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church opened this morning with 
impressive services at St. George's 
Church, Stuyvesant Square. With tne 
exception of North Carolina, every diocese 


is represented in the House of Bishops. There 
are ulso present Missionury Bishops Penick, 
of Cape Galmas, and Scbhuescnswiky, of 
Shanghai, The Old Catholic 2 
Herzog, of Switzerland, and Bishop Edenburg 
be in attendance as guests of the House 
of Bishops. The church was unable to accom- 
modute the people seeking admission. The 
procession of the Bishops formed in the chap- 
el, end marched two abreast up the main aisie 
‘to the chancel, the choir of 
singing the processional hymn, ‘‘The 
church is our founodaiton.’’ The venerabdie 
Bishop Smith, of Kentucky, presided. The 
Bishop was escorted to the Bishop’s seat in 
thechancel. ‘The clerical and lay delegutes, 
House of Deputies, occupied seats in the body 
of the church. Kev, Dr. Williams, rector 
of the church, red the morning prayer. Tue 
first lesson wes read by Rev. W. Wiides, the 
second by Rev. Stephen Hi. Tyng, Jr., the 
creed by Rev. Dr. Hutchings and the litany 
by Rev. Dr. Tatiock. Bishop Lee, of Delaware, 
offi¢iated in the ante communion = service, 
Bishop H: rzog (Old Catholic), of 
Switz r‘and, reading the epistle, 
and Bishop Cathale (Edindurgh), the Gospel. 
Bishop Kevp, of Caliuornia, delivered the dis- 
course. Cowmunion was then administered, 
the Bishops of Connecticut, Obio and New 
York cfficiating, atter which the benediction 
was pronounced by Bishop Smith. Luncain 
the chapel followed the services, and an in- 
formalieception was held, at which the dele- 
yates were introduced to members of tne 
church, whose guests they will be during tne 
session.

The parties 
who had seats tor sale along the line ofthe 
piocession did not do so good a business as 
they had hopea, for it was quite possiblé to 
see the display entirely witbont standing on 
an elevation. The several displays of fire- 
works were all good. When the procession 
started tbere was a volley of 10ckets let off, 
not of tbe ordinary kind, but of Vast size 
avd power. They rose to the height vi 
5,000 fe et and broke into a great variety of 
beautiful shapes and colors. At the corner of 
Twentieth and Pine streets there were given 
three pieces of pyrotechnical display of ex- 
ceeding beauty and grandeur. Tue first was 
entitled The Flaming Star.’’ It cemmenced 
with a bexagon wneei of Palestine, having an 
ijuminated center ot crimson, emerald, pur- 
ple and gold, — suadenly to an im- 
mense bluzing star. nirling sparks were 
thrown in shuwers of golden grain. Its prog- 
rees and cowpletion were watched with great 
interest. 

Jhe second graad pyrotechnics effect at this 
point was a beuutiful design called Tne 
Southern Cross.“ Tuis commenced with a re- 
volving center of 1uby, amethyst and emerald 
fire, which after various very fine and startling 
effects developed into a grand Southern cross. 

The beautiful piece of pyrotechnic given by 
the Veiled Prophets for the amusement of the 
multitude was entitled The Silver Cascade.“ 
It commenced with a rotating fire ot jessa- 
mine, Maltese and Persian, with an illuminated 
center ot carmiue. emerald and sapphire. 
While the eve was yet filled witn its wondertul 
and corruscating beauties, it suddenly changed 
to a wonderful and detightful silver cascade 
pou ing streams of crystai fire. 

The display at thejst. Louis Club House on 
Washington avenue wasone of the best fea- 
tures of the night. Three set pieces had been 
arranged in the vacant spuce, and just as the 
first float had passed the first one, a large 
tree, was touched off and burned for several 
minutes. The fire leaped from limo to limb 
and from branchto branch. The second was 
in the shape ofa large star, the points being 
ail differently colored, and zigzag lines 
of variously-colored flame leaping in every 
direction. The center piece, which was kept 
for the last, was much grander than either of 
the others. It was about twelve feet high, and 
the top wue the star spangied banner spread 
out as if floating upon the breeze. Below this 
was the American eagie with extended wings, 
and benexuth this the letters V. P. 0 

The pyrotechnic display at the bridge en- 
trance was magnificent, and only second to 
the exhibition at the St. Louis Club House. 

The only accident which occurred to a fioat 
was the eighteenth. As it passed tue St. Louis 
Club House the pole broke. It had to fali to 
the rear end a delay resulted which threw the 
last four floats a quarter of amile behind the 
others. 


When the procession neared the Lindell the 
vast crowas broke into cheers which were 
keptup and prolonged throughout all the 
rest of the route. As fast as the 
last float passed that point the crowd would 
break and run ahead or pass down another 
street to see sights again and, so the crowd 
grew densereach moment. Ou Washington 
avenue the Lindell presented the grandest 
front of all. Its windows and verandahs were 
alive with human beings and even its roof 
seemed thronged. Ihe tull grandeur 
of the pageant, however, coulda 
only be seen upon Fourth and “Fifth 
streets, for here the blaze of the innumerable 
lights from store and street lamps rendered 
the entire space as bright as day and far more 
dazzling. Down Fourth street the proces- 
sion reached the height of its grandeur. 
Here the lights were brightest, the 
Greek fire most profuse, the bands played 
their choicest selections and the crowd was in 


the best frame of mind. The last point of in- 


terest on Fourth +treet was the Southern, 
which, though unfinished, contained many 
Sight-seers. The route along fifth was also a 
vely brilliant one, but many of the spectators 
were the same as upon Fourth street, they 
having merely run west one block as soon as 
the last float nad passed their point of 
observation. The Olympic Theater and the 
Laclede were very briliiantly illuminated, and 
did their best to help the general magnificence 
of the scene. After reaching Washington ave- 
nue again the procession headed for the 
bridge, where the fireworks aliuded to were let 
off. After the procession passed the bridge the 
pyrotechnics wee discontinued and the floats 
hurried along tothe Chamber of Commerce, 
where most of the riders deserted their venhi- 
cles and the procession went on to the den un- 
der the charge of the paid attendants, whe 
marched at the bead of each horse. 

The decorations of the bali werte certainly 
more artistic, more elaborate and more beau- 
tiful than they were last year. In these decor- 
ation3 no one feature was out of proportio 
with another. There was a harmony of pur- 
pose and effect, and a solidity which expressed 
the power of repose guarding a scene of won- 
derful animation and activity. The hall was 
typical of strength andthe adornments were 
embiematical of prosperity and peace. It 
was as though a spirit of transformation 
had seized the chamber and wrought 
a scene of enchantment by invisible means. 
To appreciate the picture which the bali-room 
of the Prophet presented when the doors flew 
open would be impossible except by actual

The Shooting Tournament To- 


‘ Day. 


Price and Lucas Against Bogardus, 
Father and Son—The Score. 


The long-talked-of double match between 
the celebrated marksman Capt. A. H. 
Bogardus and his son Eugene, and 
Gwynne Price and Joseph D. Lu- 
cas, ot. St. Louis, was shet to-day on 
the grounds of the St. Louis Sportsmen’s Club 
on Grand avenue. The conditions were that 
each contestant should shoot at twenty-five 
birds, the match to be governed by English 
rules. Each man was allowed twoshots at 
each pigeon. Capt. Bogardus shot at thirty- } 
one yards, the two St. Louisans at thirty yards, 


and Eugene Bogardus at twenty eight yards. 
The stakes were $225 aside. There was quite 
a large attendance at the grounds and 
eonsiderable interest in the match 
was mavifested by the spectators. 
Whenever young Bogardus stepped up to 
the line he was loudly applauded, and 
he tully sustained the reputation he has al 
ready won as a marksman. The Captain was 
also in excellent trim, and shot with his usua) 
accuracy. Price, who is only just recovering 
from a severe fit of sickness, was not in v 
geo shape. Lucas shot exceedingly well, and 
t his partner had done justice to himself the 
result might have been tar different. 

The opinion was freely expressed by the 
knowing ones that Price should not have en- 
tered this match until he had fully recovered 
himself. As the match progressed, however, 
he seemed to become more steady and te lose 
the nervousness which he betrayed at first. 

The birds provided were asa general thing 
lively ones and leit the trans with but few ex- 
ception, the moment they were sprung. Af- 
ter the tenth bird had been 
shot at it became evident to the 
epectatorsthat the match wouid be won by 
Bogardus and his son, es af that time Price 
had already /o-t four birds. Mr. W. W. Judy. 
who was agreed upon as referee, nertormed 
the duties of that position to the satis 
faction of both sides. The longest consecu- 
tive score was made by Capt. Bogardus, who 
picked off twelve birds in succession. The 
next longest was that ot his son, who killed 
eleven pigeons witbout missing. 
Lucas disposed of ten in succession. On five 
occxsions Capt. Bogardus was compelled to 
use both barrels ot his gun before bringing 
auown his bird. The same thing happened 
to his son six times and to Lucas five times. It 
was noticed that unless Price killed his bird at 
the first discharge he lost him alto- 
gether. Although the shooting on the 
whole could not be considered 

henomenal, still the match throughout was 
airly contested and was watcbed with inter- 
est. The ball was opened by Bogardus, 
who, as he _ steppe up to the line, 
was greeted with around of applause. He 
missed his first bird, which fiew over 
the ferece surrounding the grounds 
and was consequently counted a 
lost bird.“ Price, who appeared 
rather unsteady, followed and winged his bird. 
Eugene Bogardus came next, and us he took 
his position the younger portion 
of the crowd cheered him lustily. 
He fired and missed. It looked 
rather bad for the Bogarduses just now. Lucas 
had next shot ani he made his bird neatly. 
For the next eight shots Bogardus killed 
seven, only missing one. Price 
killed five and missed three. Eugene 
Bogardus killed seven and Jost one, and Lucas 
succeeded in getting away witn the lot. Some 
very pretty shooting was now being exmibited, 
especially by young Bogardus ana Lucas. The 
birds were unabie to get but afew yards trom 
the trap when they were overtaken by the 
leaden messengers. Bogardus contrived to r 
unerringly perforate the birds untll his nine- 
teenth one was let loose, which los“, as it 
managed ,altbough shot, to get out of pounds. 
Price’s ill-luck attended him,and when he had 
1eached the same point had lost three more 
birds. Young Bogardus continued to peg away 
and did not lose a bird. Lucas also lost three 
birds during this time, andit was conceded 
that the St. Louisans were beaten. When 
shooting was fluished it was found that the 
Bogarduses had won the match by a score of 42 
to 40.
